THE SPIRIT AND THE LETTER. 


WHEN the net book system, so-called, was 
adopted by the American book trade it em- 
bodied as one of its essential provisions the 
rule that upon the expiration of a certain 
period (one year) from their dates of publi- 
cation, net books passed out of protection, 
that is their prices could be cut at the discre- 
tion of the bookseller. 

The purpose of this rule is obvious. Within 
twelve months a book proves its market: if 
the dealer finds he has an overstock, if the 
saleability of the book proved transient and 
has passed; if simply it disappointed the hopes 
of publisher and bookseller, the bookseller 
should have opportunity to “unload” it at its 
proved value, to “work off” his otherwise un- 
saleable merchandise at such price as he can 
get for it. This is the opportunity afforded 
by the rule in question. 

But there has grown up in one or two quar- 
ters a curious misconception. A few book- 
sellers—a very few—have apparently deemed 
this rule mandatory rather than permissive. 
Intended to apply only to the “plugs” of their 
stock—to use the expressive trade vernacular— 
these few booksellers have applied it to all 
their lines. Instead of cutting prices on one 
or two slow-sellers, they have habitually cut 
them on all their best sellers. Instead, in 
other words, of using a wise trade rule to 
stop losses they have made it the unwise 
excuse for throwing away profits! 

Fortunately this particular form of retail in- 
sanity is becoming increasingly rare, out of 
the book trade as well as in it. There is, of 


course, no reason at all for cutting the retail 
price of “Queed” or “The Harvester” or “The 
Rosary” just because a calendar year happens 
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to have elapsed since their respective first 
publications, no more reason than for taking 
the equivalent difference in cash and dropping 
it overboard into the nearest large stream in 
your vicinity. From a business standpoint 
one is just as suicidal as the other. On most 
books published, both publisher and bookseller 
lose money. On a few, which continue to be 
good sellers, perhaps year in and year out, 
publisher and bookseller alike must rely, not 
only to recoup other losses, but to reap any 
profit. If any bookseller is so blind as to 
throw away all or any part of his margin of 
profit on these continuing good sellers he 
deserves our continuing sympathy! 

It should be emphasized that booksellers of 
this type are exceptional, almost as rare in 
fact as the price-cutter proper. The publish- 
ers report to us that, as a whole, the country 
over, booksellers have disregarded the year 
limitation and have maintained prices on 
“live” fiction as long as it continued to be 
live. And this was as true of department as 
of regular bookstores. But the temptation to 
cut prices is so insidious that no warning 
against the practice can be too often re- 
peated. 

So deeply rooted is the fallacy that a cut 
price secures a competitive advantage that 
even yet an occasional bookseller (once the 
net price limit created for his support and 
protection has expired) will make sweeping 
reductions on one or two outstanding suc- 
cesses—his best selling and most profitable 
items !—to secure the advertising boom of the 
action. As if students of economics and ad- 
vertising alike have not clearly shown that any 
“competitive advantage” gained by this sort of 
advertising is not only very temporary in its 
direct effect but indirectly of a boomerang 
nature. One dealer cuts; his competitor cuts 
to meet him; both of them discard the non- 
profitable line in disgust; the manufacturer 
cuts down the dealers’ discount to discourage 
similar price cutting elsewhere—was there 
ever a more vicious circle of economic loss 
without a single compensatory gain? Both 
price cutting dealers lose money; the public 
loses opportunity to buy; the manufacturer 
loses retail outlets; all other dealers lose a 
portion of their profits! 

Price cutting never pays. 


CerTAIN books of a specialized and technical 
nature are, through the very shortness of their 
radius of appeal, doomed to the limbo of 
slow sellers. The problem of the publisher 
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with such a book is to get it before the man 
in a thousand who really wants it, and to get 
it there with the minimum expenditure for 
publicity. Such national associations and so- 
cieties as the American Bankers’ Association, 
the American Society of Landscape Architects, 
etc.—contain a very high percentage of these 
“men in a thousand,” men who really want a 
specialized work in their particular line; and 
since those who attend the annual conventions 
of such organizations are in a sense picked 
men, interested above the average in their 
profession or business, and with money to in- 
dulge their interests, such conventions would 
seem to offer a convenient medium for push- 
ing books of this specialized type. Just what 
method should be employed could be worked 
out; no one would probably prove generally 
applicable. The circulation at the convention 
of annotated lists of carefully selected books, 
new or old, in a given field should give effec- 
tive and valuable publicity at low cost. That 
the possible field is a large one is evidenced by 
the fact that in New York City alone during 
the month of January some sixty conventions, 


national, international or regional in scope, 
will be held. 


WE are glad to be able to announce that 
the United States with 1915 comes into definite 
relations with Great Britain under the new 
British Code through the issue of Orders in 
Council by the English government and by 
corresponding proclamation of the President 
of the United States. Hitherto, and especial- 
ly since the enactment of the new Imperial 
Code, American relations with Great Britain 
in respect to copyright have not been fully 
determinate. This was peculiarly true as to 
the status of unpublished manuscripts in Eng- 
land and of the protection of dramatic and 
musical rights, both of which were specifi- 
cally treated in the new Imperial Code, under 
which until now there had been no relations 
with this country. The Department of State 
and the English Foreign Office gave careful 
attention to this joint action in the latter part 
of 1914, so that Orders in Council and the 
Presidential Proclamation might be issued, 
making the new relations operative from 
January Ist. We shall give the text of the 
documents as soon as practicable.

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HISTORY OF TRADE HOLDS NO YEAR 
‘LIKE LAST, SAYS DUN’S REVIEW. 


Of such interest is Dun’s annual review of 
trade for the year 1914 that the PusLisHers’ 
WEEKLY reprints a portion of it, even though 
it deals with general business conditions and 
concerns the book trade but indirectly. 

After passing, between July and December, 
through nearly every possible experience of 
adversity, except that of complete collapse, 
says the review, the new year opens with busi- 
ness in the United States rising above depres- 
sion and confronting the future with new con- 
fidence, and with clear signs of developing 
activity. 

Since the beginning of the modern system 
of credits in the middle of the seventeenth 
century there has been a succession, at regular 
cycle intervals, of financial upheavals, but 
nothing approaching in violence and extent the 
overwhelming convulsion of the markets in 
1914, as the result of the sudden outbreak of 
the European war. 

Moratoriums in practically every nation 
abroad; the closing of the stock exchanges in 
every city; confusion in all the processes of 
money and exchange; the commerce of the 
world demoralized; 5,000,000 tons of ship- 
ping withdrawn from the ocean thoroughfares 
of trade—these were some of the instant 
developments of the war, the declaration of 
which led at once to a run on the historic 
Bank of England, that was stopped only by 
the prompt action of the British Govern- 
ment. 

The United States, although a neutral coun- 
try, suffered almost as much in a business 
way as the nations actually engaged in the 
conflict. Three things rendered our position 


| especially serious. The first was that this was 
_-a debtor nation, vast quantities of stocks and 


bonds of our corporations being held abroad; 
the second was that we had practically no 
merchant marine in the foreign trade, and 


| our commerce seemed to be threatened with 





complete extinction, while our principal crop, 
cotton, though large beyond precedent, was 
cut off from its greatest foreign consuming 
markets. 

But with admirable self-control, courage 
and wisdom, the national government, with 
the patriotic co-operation of bankers and mer- 
chants, at once planned and carried into effec- 
tive execution great measures of relief. For- 
eign ships were admitted to American regis- 
try, government war risk insurance was insti- 


| tuted, a $100,000,000 gold pool was formed to 


protect the foreign exchange market, another 
fund of $130,000,000 was raised to facilitate 
the carrying and marketing of cotton, and 
other emergency steps were taken. 

While these heroic measures were being con- 
ducted, the nation proceeded with the estab- 
lishment of its new Federal Reserve Bank 
system, which was successfully inaugurated 
with all its facilities for the conservation of 
reserves and the wider extension of commer- 
cial credits. Feeling its way cautiously, the 
securities market gradually overcame its early 
prostration, and in December the New York 
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and other stock exchanges of the 
country were reopened without evi- 
dence of extensive liquidation, while 
the cotton and coffee exchanges also 
resumed business. Money became 
easy and exchange more normal, and 
the whole financial machinery of the 
country resumed its regular and or- 
derly movement. 

Naturally, as a result of the ex- 
traordinary events abroad, domestic 
trade suffered severe depression; 
bank clearings and railroad earn- 
ings declined heavily; the number of 
failures multiplied, and unemploy- 
ment, with its attendant evils, in- 
creased. While the entire country 
was affected, certain sections suffered 
less than others. On the whole, the 
West, which was benefited by the big 
grain crops, notably the record break- 
ing yield of wheat, marketed at high 
prices, was most favored, while the 
South was severely hurt by the cot- 
ton collapse and the East by the 
prostration of foreign commerce and 
the suspension of the markets for 
securities. 

As the year closed, however, so far 
had the markets adjusted themselves 


to a war basis, that the great conflict pure ELIzABETHAN 


abroad began to lose some of its 
overwhelming significance and our 
domestic problems came more to the 
front. Several developments served to 
mitigate the effects of the war. One was the 
institution of the emergency measures already 
referred to. Another was the immediate ap- 
pearance of enormous foreign orders for 
American breadstuffs and other supplies for 
the use of the contending armies and their 
dependent populations. Exports grew to large 
proportions—every available ship being pressed 
into service at high rates for freight—and the 
normal balance of trade in favor of this coun- 
try was re-established.

DEALER, PLANS EXPOSITION 
BOOKSHOP. 


Joun Howe tt, the well known San Fran- 
cisco rare book dealer, plans, according to the 
San Francisco Call-Post, to run a unique rare 
book shop in the old English style at the 
coming Panama-Pacific Exposition. The Call- 
Post says: 

At the exposition Mr. Howell is to have a 
book shop which will be an exhibit in the de- 
velopment of the art of printing and binding 
and the making of books from the day of il- 
luminated manuscripts to the year 1915. 

Set in the sophisticated aisles of the Liberal 
Arts building, the old English book shop will 
be a quaint anachronism. It will be fash- 
ioned after an old English cottage of the 
Anne Hathaway type, part timber, part plas- 
ter, with a thatched roof, two stories in height. 
In the interior it will be as an old English 
book shop, and on its shelves will be books 
which were usually sold over the counter in

the days when this type of building was in 
practical use. 

Into this type of book store, say in the year 
1786, a Londoner, Sheridan, the dramatist, 
might have wandered. 

“Here, Mr. Sheridan, is a book of poems 
published by a young Scot named Burns. I 
never heard of him before, but he can write 
pretty sentiment.” 

And for a few shillings Mr. Sheridan 
might have bought the book and read for the 
first time “The Cotter’s Saturday Night,” “To 
a Field Mouse” and other poems that have 
entered into the language and the hearts of all 
English speaking peoples. 

At this old book shop, which Howell will 
conduct at the exposition, you may ask to see 
the identical book, one of the copies of the 
first edition of Burns’ poems. 

Howell will have on exhibition illuminated 
manuscripts of the thirteenth, fourteenth and 
fifteenth centuries and printed books of the 
sixteenth, seventeenth and eighteenth centu- 
ries, along with a few worthies of the twen- 
tieth century, for such people as are interested 
in volumes that will (perhaps) command 
prices of $4000 128 years from to-day. 

He will have beautiful works that show the 
cloister’s art of decorating manuscripts with 
gold that glistens as brightly 700 years after 
it has been laid as it did the day the Flemish 
monk finished his holy task. There will be 
on exhibition a copy of Ptolemy’s geography, 
printed in 1525, in Latin, containing the first 
map ever published of America, and the first 
Italian edition of that historic text, published

in 1548, containing the first map of the two 
hemispheres—not especially accurate maps, in 
these days of geographic survey, but they 
were vastly instructive in the sixteenth century. 

In his exhibit cottage Howell will also have 
a splendid loan collection of rare books owned 
by California collectors. Furthermore, he will 
have a studio in his shop in which artists in 
book binding and allied crafts will demon- 
strate the delicate articulation of books. 
There will be displays of autographs of fa- 
mous writers—Tennyson, Browning, Moore, 
Carlyle—of old California newspapers and of 
other things which will appeal to the book 
lover and the book reader and the person who 
is interested in any aspect of the most influ- 
ential art of all—the art of the printed book. 


CASE INVOLVING DISTINCTIVENESS 
OF WORD “CLASSIC.” 


A recent British trade-mark case centering 
around the question of the distinctiveness and 
the consequent right to the exclusive use of 
the word “classic” is of some interest to the 
book trade in its relation to similar border- 
line titles in book publication. According to 
the case as reported in the (English) Sta- 
tionery Trades Journal, W. N. Sharpe of 
Bradford was known to the English trade as 
the maker of a series of Christmas and other 
greeting cards which went under the title 
“Classic.” When a competitor also made use 
of this word “Classic’ Sharpe brought suit 
to restrain its use and the court upheld him.

The case was then appealed and the Court 
of Appeal reversed the decision of the lower 
court, deciding that “Classic” is one of that 
class of words which cannot be adopted as a 
trade mark. Former cases were cited in 
which it was laid down that no word could be 
registered unless it was distinctive, and that 
there are some words which are incapable Z 
being so adopted, such as “good,” “best,” “e 
cellent,” “superfine.” The word “Classic” he 
held to be merely a laudatory term. This, the 
court held, was proven by the use of the word 
within the last five years by half-a-dozen firms 
in other lines of business, as well as by its 
previous use at various times by other firms in 
the same trade. 

The plaintiff’s claim for damages for “pass- 
ing off” also failed because the lettering and 
get-up of defendant’s goods were essentially 
different from those of the plaintiff's goods. 


BOOKSELLING AS AN ART.* 


THERE is probably no business whose ro- 
mantic side has been more overlooked than 
the high industry of selling books. In fact, 
this is something more than a business—it is 
a profession and one that calls for the high- 
est art. It depends for its success, of course, 
like other lines of trade, upon honesty, indus- 
try, enterprise, etc. But, more than almost

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any other, it demands the fine points of tact, 
delicacy, discernment of character—in a word, 
there is hardly any business that affords so 
much scope for the play of personality as that 
of selling books. 

For the bookseller is dealing with living 
things. Books have souls, and so have book- 
buyers—and therein lies the romance. The 
bookseller comes nearer to traffic in the hu- 
man than any man since the days in which 
Charleston and Savannah and New Orleans 
saw this actual trade in all its glory. A book- 
seller should take the greatest pride in his 
work. For he is an artist, a disseminator of 
knowledge, a kindler of lights, a stimulator 
of his fellows, a benefactor of mankind. 

Yet how often we see his high calling car- 
ried on after the most indifferent, not to say, 
slovenly, fashion. If the salesman were 
handling rolling-pins, or shoe blacking, or 
nutmeg graters, or frozen fish, he could hard- 
ly bear himself with more of commercial non- 
chalance. You go into a bookstore, say you 
want “something good” to read, tacitly sur- 
render yourself to the judgment of such as 
have these wares in charge. What a romantic 
situation, when one comes to think of it! 
’Tis like asking to be introduced to a new 
‘friend, that friend to be selected by another. 
You want food—but it is for the mind. You 
seck a stimulant—but it is for the soul! 
You desire entertainment—and this other man 
must select the play. You wish a companion 
—one whose influence will long remain, for 
weal or for woe. 

Well, note the result: One bookseller will 
jerk his head toward some rows of books, 
indicating that he will be on hand when you 
are ready to hand over your money. He has 
forgotten that these books are silent souls, or 
that they, too, wait to be introduced to kin- 
dred spirits; wait, too, to give their message 
and impart their stimulus. 

But a different brand of bookseller leads 
you to the stalls, as if he were escorting you 
to the banqueting table. He inquires briefly 
as to your taste. Then he selects a volume— 
you can tell he humors it by the way he picks 
it up—names the author, quotes a previous 
work, gives you, in a word, the verdict of a 
well-known critic or periodical, reads you a 
juicy snatch of the foreword, calls attention 
to the witching illustrations, declares chapter 
seventeen to be “simply great,” gives you a 
mouthful—not too much—just to make your 
mental teeth water, tells you what a row Col. 
Van Reader had with his wife night before 
last because she couldn’t get him to bed, so 
relentless was the custody of the book in 
question; asks you: “Have you any young 
people at home, sir? Because if you have,’ 
etc.; quotes another chapter title that means 
a volume in itself—and the first thing you 
know you have the book in wrapping paper, 
a hole in your purse, and a fire in your heart 
as you go on your way rcjoicing. ; 

Yes, the great feature in all trade, and in 
all other things, is the personal element; but 
it is supremely so in this trade, which thereby 
blooms into one of the most artistic, most 
difficult or most influential of the profession.

MORRIS BOOK SHOP IN CHICAGO 
BANKRUPT. 


FranK M. Morris, president of the Morris 
Book Shop, for nearly thirty years the haven 
of Chicago book-folk, has filed a voluntary 
petition in bankruptcy “while enough is left 
for the creditors.” The liabilities of the store 
total $18,007 while the assets amount. to $23,- 
444. Decreasing interest in old books and an 
increasing overhead expense have been caus- 
ing the store to lose from $800 to $1000 each 
month. 

During the early years of its life the Morris 
Book Shop was the meeting place of all who 
loved to thumb old books and pictures. It 
was the haunt of many Middle Western celeb- 
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rities, including Eugene Field, George Ade, 
George W. Cable, and George Barr McCutch- 
eon, who knew the bookshelves almost as well 
as Frank Morris himself. 

Since its foundation in 1887 the shop several 
times changed its location but many of its old 
patrons followed it as it moved from place to 
place. During the first year of its existence, 


it occupied rooms at State and Madison streets | 


on the corner now occupied by the Boston 
store. Later it was moved to Madison street 
west of LaSalle street, but again moved when 
preparations were made to build the Hotel 


LaSalle. For a time the shop occupied rooms | 


in Wabash avenue, and later had basement 
quarters at the southwest corner of Wabash 
avenue and Monroe streets. Two years and 
a-half ago it was moved to its present loca- 
tion in the Pullman Building at 71 East 
Adams street. 

It is stated that the store may probably be
